At the first sight of the trim crulser,

FLEET HAS FUN WITH CAVALRY,

Drops Shells Among Them and De-
molishes n Fort,

KEY WEST, May 3.—(New York World
Cablkegram—Special Telegram.)—The gun-
boat Wilmington early this morning de-
siroyed a Spauilsh fort Just being finished
about four miles enst of Cojima. The Wil-
mington also fired at a troop of cavalry pass-
ing Jaruca beach yesterday, Two men
were seen to drop on the beach., The tor-
pedo boat Ericsfon on Sunday noticed a
large number of infantry passing ecastward
toward Matanzas on the beach, The Erlcs-
son followed them several miles, but used
no guneg, Later they noticed ancther large
number of Infantry golug eastward and
apparently driving prisoners before them.
Tue Ericeson yesterday saw about 200 cav-
alry and 800 infantry passing Jaruca beach
toward Matanzas. It signaled the Wilming-
ton, which fired a emall gun and thea a four-
inch aheM, Though & mile and & GalM away
two men could be seén to drop and the cav-
alry and Infantry dashed pell mell into the
bughes and up the hill, There was a fine
eoafusion of Goraes, pack mules, cavalry and
lafaniry for an Instant.

The Erleson yesterday dlscovered a forco
of men at work at a fort four miles east of
CoJima, It wae being bullt on the asecond
of four or five eamall hills at some distance
from the shore. All afternoon and night the
Ericsson’'s men watched the men at work.
They made out sixteen cavalrymen quartered
in the plantation house near the fort, Fi-
nally this morning the Erlcsson ran acroas
the Wilmington and Captaln Todd was In-
formed. *‘They'll never finish it," he sald.
“Just watch,” TOe Erlcsson drew away and
the Wilmingtom lelsurely proceeded toward
the coast. In lesa than two minutes the
fort waa a shapelees wreck.

LONDON, May 4-=The Madrid cor-
respondent of the Daily Mall, telegraphing
Tueedny, sayn:

“There is no longer any doubt that the
Internal situation s causing the govem-
ment almost as much uneasiness as the ex-
teronl, Last night’s demonsiraticn was one
of the most merlous i some time, since
those openly participsting showed thelr
revolutionary tendencles. Crics were ralsed
of: "Down with the - Bourbons,"” “Long
llve Don Carlos,” "Long live Lhe republic”
and “Long llve Weyler"

The first move of the uemonstrators, over
1,000 strong, was to the house of General
Weyler, with the cbject: of cheering him,
#He did not appear and the crowd then
went to the reeldence of Senor Sagasta,
where the ministers were In conference,
and shouted in favor of his resignation.

Benor Aguilera, civll gavernor of Madrid,
broke up the proceeslon with the ald of
the pollce, who were badly stoned and had
to charze the crowd.

The authorlties thereupon met with Senor
Agullera, who announced hils Intention of
resignteg, saying it cost him great trouble
to repress such manifestations and he =ald
he was not able to amswer for order with
the power at his command.

Theveupon ¢he edict was Issued placing
Madrid under martial law and General Daban
recelved astringent ordems from General Cor-
ren, the min'ster of war, for the preserva-
tion of peace, !

FAVOR SUSPENDING CORTES.

Libernl Government Comes in for
Some Severe Critielnmna.
MADRID, May 4 —The floors and galderica

Senor Salmeron sald that before queation-
Ing the govermment, the hovse ought to pay
its tribute of admiration to Spanich nallora
at Cavite, adding: *“When it has beim as-
certalned how much blood ha® been shed, and
Gow much money expended, it will be nec-
ecstary to cstablish the responsibillty at-
taching to the crowe, gs well as to the least
cltizen.”

Murmurs of protest followed this remark.
The president of the chamber called Senor
Salmeron to order and directed his attention
to the article of the constitution declaring
the inviolability of the crown,

Senor Salmeron continued, demanding In-
formation ag (o the defenses In Manila bay
and Insisting . that this was the quesation
that should be discueged after the govern-
ment had glven Ite explanations. He pro-
ceeded to criticlse the monarchical govern-
menits of the lasl hall century, notably that
of the restoration, declaring that they were
responsible for the present sltuation,

Senor Silyvela Interpcagd: “We are now
threatened with an Ilmpoteait diclatorship,
Inspired by the genlug of the disciples of
Loyalo,” a remark which provoked pro-
teste from the conservative benches.

Senor Salmeron remewed his demands for
an explapation of the cause of the reverse
the fleet sustained,

Just at Wls momemt Weyler enlered the

chamber and eseated hlmself between the
republican and Carlist groupe.
Salmeron contlnued, deploring the un-

patriotic attitude of the conservatives, and
attributed the country's lile to ''the worn-
out era In which we live,”

He concluded: *“We expend millions to
maintaln the monarchy, but have not enough
to buy Ironclads. Who ever will destroy the
existing regime will be a great patrion.”

Thia declaraticen waa recelved wivh loud
conservative protests.

Benor ESagasta made a determinad repy,
which was loudly applauded by a large ma-
Jority of the chumber. He beégan by deplor-
ing the fact that the Spanlards were not
“unlted In the present Instance, when the
country ls involved In war forced upon it."
It it were ever criminal to attack the fathes-
land, he sald, It was surely more 60 now.

Bulogizing the men who had fallen fa
battle he declared it Imperative that Span-
larda show themselves energetlc and he ap-
pealed to all partles to unite. He begged
the chamber to adopt the necessary war
credit. 1 ask it,” he sald, “in the name
of the fatherland.'

Sagasta with angry denunclations, shaking
their fists and glving other marks of dls-
approval, while the republicans and mon-
archists exchanged hot recrimlaations.
